Indianapolis Oct. 24.—Col. Roose- 


velt's receni assertion in Indiana that

eal conservative politicians. The iet- 
icence of the voters is a puzzle. Most 
efforts to !>oll precincts have failed. 
A third of both parties refuse to com- 
mit themselves.

The following are the extracts from Foraker*s 


•speech containing his indictment of Roosevelt and his 
doctrine of Xew Nationalism: 


"We have lately had a new declaration of political 


principles. They are politically baptized as the doctrine 
»f a Xew Nationalism. Thev are set forth in the nature 
>f a platform for a new partv. Possibly they are intend- 
ed for that use only in the event that the distinguished- 
author be not nominated for the presidency by either of 
the old parties. 


ROOVEVELT'S ATTACK ON THE COURTS. 
"However that may be, it is well to note that they 


violate our dual form of government by arrogating unto 
the national government the control of matters so purely 
local that they clearly belong to the jurisdiction of the 
states; they also authorize the courts to construe, the 
constitution, not as the precedents require but in such 
manner as may be necessary to make it keep abreast 
with the spirit of the times. 


"This proposition would be bad enough under any 


circumstances, but objection is accentuated when we re- 
member that .according to this 
same authority, 
the 


members of the supreme court are afflicted with a fos- 
silized mentality. 


"Aside from all other objections this new doctrine 


is as fatally at war with our institutions and as certainly 
destructive of them as any assumed or invoked in the 
name of the Southern Confederacy. 
NATIONALISM AS TREASONABLE AS SECESSION 


"Such a preachment is not nationalism, either new 


or old, but imperialism pure and simple. It is, in spirit 
at least, as treasonable as secession itself. 


"The power it would give to the president of the 


United States would be far more autocratic and dan- 
gerous to the libeiiies of this people than are those of 
any monarchy in Europe. 
BRYAN NEVER SUGGESTED ANYTHING WORSE. 


"Xo wonder W. J. Bryan cries out in amazement 


against it! In his wildest ilights he has never suggested 
anything approximating such a program. 


AN INSUFFERABLE EGOTISM. 


"It has one saving feature, however. There is about 


it all such a preposterous absurdity and such an insuf- 
ferable egotism as to excite not only condemnation but 
ridicule. It is another case of vaulting ambition o'er- 
leaping itself. 


"It has dispelled illusions that had become dan- 


gerous. The people now better understand the author 
and know better how to judge what he proposes. They 
are not likelv to longer regard him as an improvement 
on George AVashington and Abraham Lincoln. There is 
ground for hope now that what he proposes will no lon- 
ger be accepted as a matter of course, but only if 
found to be safe and sound. This will be better for him 
and better for us. It will lessen his inultitutdiuous du- 
ties and stop the work of driving into retirement, as a 
reactionary, everv great leader who does not subscribe 
on si:rht to his fantastic vagaries."
